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CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER. 

As Adopted in 1869, Modified in 1875. and Adopted in 1876. 



1. The Conference shall meet at S}4 o’clock a. m., and adjourn at 12 m., but 
may alter the time of meeting and adjourning at its discretion. 

2. The President shall take the chair precisely at the time to which the 
Conference stood adjourned, and cause the same to be opened by reading the 
Scriptures, siiming and prayer, and shall have the journals of the preceding day 
read and approved. 

3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to 
the Conference: but, in case of an appeal, the question shall be taken without 
debate. 

4. He shall appoint all committees not otherwise specially ordered by the 
Conlerence, but any member may decline serving on more than one committee 
at the same time. 

5. All motions and resolutions introduced by any member shall be reduced 
to writing, if the President, Secretary, or any member oi the Conference re- 
quests it. 

6. When a motion, resolution, or report presented is read by the Secretary 
or stated by the President, it shall be deemed in possession of the Conference, but 
any motion or resolution may be withdrawn by the mover, at any time before 
action or amendment. 

7. No new motion or resolution shall be made before the one under consider- 
ation has been disposed of, which may be done by adoption or rejection, unless 
one of the following should intervene, which motion shall have precedence in 
the order in which they are placed, viz: Indefinite postponement, lying on 
the table, reference to a committee postponement to any given time, or amend- 

No member shall be interrupted when speaking, except by the President, 
to call him to order when he departs from the question, uses personalities or 
disrespectful language; but any member may call the attention of the President 
to the subject when he deems the speaker out of order, or any other member 
may explain when he thinks himself misrepresented. 

9 When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter to 
the Ck»nference, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address himself to 

the Pre^denji^^on gjjgu speak more than twice on the same subject, or more 
than fifteen minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference ; nor shall 
any person speak more than once until every member choosing to speak shall 

havesp^en^ any motion or resolution shall have passed, it shall be in order 
for any member who voted with the prevailing side, to move a reconsideration. 

12. No member shall absent h imself from the services of Conference with- 
out leave unless he is sick or unable to attend. 

13 No member shall be allowed to vote on any question who is not within 
the bar of the Conlerence at the time such question is put by the President, 
SWt by leave of Conference, when such member has been necessarily absent. 

14 Every member who shall be within the bar at the time the question 
is put,' shall give his vote, unless the Conference, for special reasons, excuse 

No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

If? The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of the Conlerence, 
and when approved, shall record them in a book provided for that purpose. 
He shal take charge of the journal and other papers of the Conference, and 
nrelerve them with care ; sufter no person to take a copy of any paper during 
the interval of Conference, except with the consent of the Conference; and 
shall forward the journal and papers to the next Annual Conference. 

17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, and shall be decided

The Twenty-first Session of the Detroit Annual Con- 
ference OF THE Methodist Episcopal Church began in the 
Tabernacle Methodist Episcopal Church, in Detroit, Michigan, at 
nine o’clock, on the morning of Wednesday, August 30, 1876, 
Bishop Edward R. Ames presiding.

Dear Brethren:— The late General Conference directed tho 
Bishops to submit to the several Annual Conferences at their next 
ensuing sessions, the proi)osition to so far suspend the Third Restric- 
tive Rule as to permit a modification of the “plan of our itinerant general 
superintendency,” by adding to paragraph 218 of the Discipline [H 157 
§ 2 of the Discipline of 1876] these words, namely : “The Conferences 
having authority to determine the number of districts; provided no 
Conference shall have less than two, nor more than eight, districts’ 
nor shall any district have more than sixty pastoral charges so that 
the whole paragraph may read, “To form the districts according to 
his judgment, the Conferences having authority to determine the 
number of districts ; provided no Conference shall have less than two 
nor more than eight districts, nor shall any district have more than 
sixty pastoral charges;” and report the vote thereon to the next 
General Conference.

E. H. Pilcher moved that this Conference do not assent to the 
proposition to suspend the Third Restrictive Rule' for the purpose 
proposed, and it was further moved that, pending debate upon the 
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main question, the rule of order limiting speakers to fifteen min- 
utes each be suspended. 

The motion to suspend the rule of order did not prevail. 

After a motion, made by T. C. Gardner, that the main question 
be taken without debate had been withdrawn by him, the motion 
made by E. H. Pilcher was carried by a unanimous count vote of 
one hundred and forty three (143), and so the Conference did not 
assent to the proposed suspension of the Third Restrictive Rule for 
the objects recited in the document last above quoted. 

The following resolution offered by J. S. Smart, and seconded by 
Wm. H. Shier, was laid on the table by a count vote of sixty -four 
(64) to sixty-three (63). 

Resolved : That in voting against the suspension of the Third Re- 
strictive Rule, 'we do not oppose giving to the Annual Conference 
authority to designate the number of presiding Elder Districts, but, 
believing the General Conference has full power over this subject, we 
prefer to leave it with that body, we tlierefore re-affirm the action of 
our last Conference requesting the General Conference to make the 
desired change. 

The following resolution was, after debate, laid on the table for 
the present. 

Resolved, That w^e do hereby very re spectfully request the presiding 
Bishop to reduce the number of Presiding Elder Districts in this 
Conference.

FOURTH DAY. 

Saturday, Sept, 2 , 1876 . 

Bishop Ames called the Conference to order at half-past eight 
o’clock in the morning, at the close of the prayer-meeting.

Elder of the Detroit District, therein contained, was, in open Con- 
ference, confirmed by Bishop Ames : 

APPEAL. 

To the Bishop presiding at the Detroit Annual Conference to he held in Taber- 
nacle Church, Detroit, commencing 30th, 1876 : 

At a session of the Detroit District Conference, held at Plymouth, 
July 25th and 26th, the name of Mrs. Frances D. York was called as a 
candidate for the renewal of her license to preach the Gospel she hav- 
ing received a Local Preacher’s License from the Ann Arbor District 
Conference, Aug. 12th, 1873, which license w^as renewed by the same 
Conference Aug. 18th, 1874, and by the Detroit District Conference, July 
27th, 1875. Objection was raised, on the ground of illegality, and J. 
M. Fuller submitted, to the President, the following law^ question for 
decision : “Is a quarterly or District Conference of the M. E. church 
authorized by the discipline to license a woman as a local Preacher in 
said church?” 

Answer According to my understanding of Episcopal decisions 
on this question there is no authority for so licensing.”

A minute adopted by the Conference Class of 1858, relative to the 
death of Kev. James K. Cordon. 

To us, the undersigned, Bro. Cordon sustained a peculiarly endearing 
relation. In cominon with the other members of our Conference, we 
mourn for him as a worthy man, minister, pastor, and Sabbath-school 
laborer ; but he was our friend and brother in a particular sense. To 
gether we knocked for admission at the door of the Detroit Annual 
Conference, which met in Ypsilanti in 1858. During the ensuing four 
years we pursued the same studies, and sat side by side annually in 
the recitation room. In 1860, at Dexter, we stood together, listening 
to the solemn words of the venerable Bishop, Morris, on the occasion 
of our reception into full connection in the Conference, and at the 
same time and place, holy hands were laid on each of us, consecrating 
us to the work of Deacons in the church of God. Together we were 
ordained Elders by Bishop Scott, at the Conference which met at Ann 
Arbor, in 1862. Our parchments bear the same signatures. These 
circumstances have bound us together with bonds of imusual 
ministerial sympathy, and Christian love, and it seems eminently fit- 
ting that in addition to the general memoir ordered by the Conference 
we give a class testimonial of his worth, and our respect for him ; 
Therefore, 

Resolved, 1st, That we bow in humble submission to that inscrutable 
Providence which in the removal of Bro. Cordon to “the better land,” 
has made the first inroad into our Conference Class. 

Resolved, 2d, That we will ever remember him as a dilligent student, 
a true gentleman, a faithful Christian, a successful minister, a beloved 
pastor, a zealous Sabbath-school laborer, an enduring friend, an 
affectionate husband, and a kind father. 

Resolved, 3d, That we will ever strive to carefully imitate his virtues, 
prayerfully trust in his Saviour, and hopefully look forward to a day 
of reunion with him in the home of the blessed.

EDUCATION. 

There is no subject that comes before the Annual Conference of 
more importance for our consideration, aside from the positive, prac- 
tical, spiritual interests of the church, than the cause of education. 
J^o other subject is so interwoven with the weal of the people, the 
progress of the nation, or the success of the church. Christianity de- 
pends largely for its success upon the intelligence of the people. It 
courts and demands investigation, and in itself is calculated to arouse 
and bring into activity all the forces of the intellect, as well as to stir 
and thrill the heart to its profoimdest depths. Christianity and edu- 
cation go hand in hand, and you cannot divorce them. And it is a 
source of gratitude that our school system has attained such a high 
degree of perfection, and so thoroughly accommodates itself to the 
wants of the people. The district school dots the land at every point. 
Every town and city has its union school, affording ample opportuni- 
ty for each and every one to acquire at least a good English education, 
sufficient to fit them for the ordinary walks of life ; and to the few 
who wish to secure ^a broader culture, or to pursue special lines of 
thought, the State university throws open its doors, and affords the 
needed facilities and the needed helps. We can but look with pride 
and admiration upon the university with its varied courses of study, 
with its large and cultured faculty, its magnificent endowments, with 
its beautiful grounds, and commodious buildings. And the question 
naturally comes to us and to our people, if our system of education is 
so perfect and ample, meeting all the wants of every class of mind, and 
every grade of scholarship, where is the need of denominational 
schools, and why should the people be taxed to support them out of 
their private means ? Why not let the State do all the educating, and 
the church attend to the practical and spiritual parts of religion. 1st, 
We answer: because denominational schools and colleges serve as 
checks on the strong tendency there is on the part of State colleges 
and universities to become purely secular and even godless in their 
character, and, we are sorry to say, of late, strong influences are at work 
which tend to drive, not denominationalism, but Christianity itself from 
our own State University, and, that even the halls of the university 
have been used for dancing purposes. Kow against all this we enter 
our most emphatic protest, and believe that denominational schools 
that are controlled by more positive religious influences are essential 
to conserve the interests of a Christian education, and lift our civili- 
zation up to a higher moral plane. 

2d, Denominational schools are essential because many desire to 
pursue courses of study that pertain especially to their own church 
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work, which a State university cannot afford. And to meet our own 
merits and necessities, we have Albion College. In the first place we 
present its financial interests.

A sinking fund has been created of twelve hundred dollars per 
annum, by which means it is expected that the funded debt will be 
cancelled in a few years ; but the floating debt remains against the 
college without any visible means of payment, and the trustees must 
provide for it as best they can. 
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With this debt against the college, and the expenses largely exceed- 
ing the income, the trustees felt compelled to reduce the current 
expenses and to cut down the salary of every member of the faculty, 
amounting in the aggregate to over two thousand dollars. This was 
a pai nful task, as the salaries were already small, but under the cir- 
cumstances it seemed to be the only way out of the difficulty. The 
college may be run for a time under such financial pressure, but it is 
hoped that in the near future, its income may be largely increased* 
Two things are essential to the success of a college, money, and brains. 
We put money first because you cannot command brain power unless 
you pay for it, and it does seem as though there was wealth enough in 
Michigan Methodism to make Albion College a grand success. She al- 
ready has an able and efficient faculty, her examinations at the last Com- 
mencement were creditable both to professors and students, and her 
ten graduates acquitted themselves with honor; and we hope a pros- 
perous future lies before the college. During the year the college has 
lost one of its best friends in the death of the Hon. Henry Fish, who 
for a number of years had been one of the most efficient members of 
the Board of Trustees, whose counsels were always wise and safe, and 
whose noble and generous heart was bound up with the best interests 
of the college. 

Three vacancies occur in the Board of Trustees to be filled by this 
Conference, two by the expiration of time, viz., David Preston and 
(Kis A. Critchett, both of whom we would recommend for re-election, 
and in the place of Henry Fish, deceased, we would recommend the 
name of John C. Clark. 

We would also recommend for visitors, J. C. Wortley, James E ^ 

Jacklin and Miss Sallie Rulison. A. J. BIGELOW,

MINISTERIAL EDUCATION. 

Knowledge to be imparted must first be possessed. A minister 
cannot instruct the people unless more learned than his auditors. 
There is a universal recognition of the fact that to fill any of the 
professions well, special mental training is required. The principle 
underlying this fact is no less evident in the ministry than in any 
other department of professional life. To intellectually meet the de- 
mands made upon him, who engages in the work of preaching the 
gospel, much time must be given to study. Spiritual food is truth 
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seasoned with grace. Intuitive knowledge is limited in amount, 
what we know we must gain by mental application. 

The purpose of study is two-fold, the acquisition of knowledge and 
the discipline of the intellect. In symmetrical education these are 
carried forward co-ordinately and equally. They constitute the end 
sought in scholastic preparation for the ministry. We are gratified 
that the importance of this preparation is becoming more fully ap- 
preciated among us. A college course, or that which is equivalent 
thereto, we would recommend every young man to pursue, if possi- 
ble, before entering the ranks of the itinerancy. Vantage ground is 
thus gained which will never be lost. All our congregations contain 
men and women of culture. This is not religion, but if offended, the 
heart will be closed, often, against the gospel. The intellectual mas- 
tery of the pulpit puts truth in the way of achieving its greatest suc- 
cess. The revelations of the Bible are a constant quantity, but the 
ability to present the same is variable, depending on natural talent 
and acquired fitness. We believe that God expects us to develop our 
mental powers up to the highest point of effectiveness in wielding 
gospel truth, and at the same time to lay under tribute all available 
knowledge. There is much in history, science, literature, and even 
the arts which can and ought to be pressed into the service of the 
pulpit for the presentation of divine thought. 

Theological seminaries are coming into prominence in the church, 
and if wisely managed they must be of great service. The legal and 
medical professions have their schools of preparation, and the public 
school system is not considered complete in its machinery without 
provision for normal instruction, and it would be folly to maintain 
that the ministry is either of too great or little value to need appli- 
ances for the accomplishment of a similar work. 

We are pleased to learn of the general prosperity of our Theologi- 
cal Seminaries, but are pained by the information that comes to us 
that some of them are embarrassed in their work through the finan- 
cial derangement now afflicting the business world. These institu- 
tions are worthy of aid from those who love the cause of Christ and 
are able to lay monied offerings on the altar. 

We express our unabated confidence in the Garrett Biblical Insti- 
tute as an agency for the preparation of young men for the ministry, 
and advise a more liberal patronage of the same. We recommend as 
visitors to the same Rev. 0. J. Perrin and Richard Hudson.

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day School workers incited thereto by a better understanding of the 
Christian’s duty, made known to them by an earnest study of the 
Word. This, with that other grand and glorious fact contained in 
the General Secretary’s report to the General Conference, namely : 
that more than 300,000 of the great Sunday School army have enrolled 
their names on the records of the church, as its members during the 
last quadrennium, proves the Sunday School to be a most potent in- 
strumentality in soul-saving and seems to say to every follower of 
Christ: “ Here is a ready field. Go work to-day.” 

The Sunday School is pre-eminently a school for Bible study to be 
engaged in, alike by old and young, and hence it demands and ought 
to receive the willing support of the entire church — her prayers, her 
presence and her purse. 

We look upon the Sunday School, not as a distinct body, indepen- 
dent of the church, but the church putting Christian effort in a 
special direction ; it should therefore be subject to the direction of the 
officers of the church, these being ex-officio the head of the Sunday 
School. 

We rejoice to know that the Sunday School is receiving constantly 
increased attention from the eminent men and women of the church, 
who are giving to this important department of church work their 
best talents and their most ardent sympathies, to the end that it may 
accomplish more good. 

We have more faith than ever in the desirability, efficiency and use- 
fullness of the International system of lessons, and earnestly urge all 
our Sunday Schools to adopt the helps on these lessons furnished by 
our own church in the Sunday School Journal, Berean Leaves, or question 
book and other aids. 

We would earnestly recommend, wherever practicable, the forma- 
tion of Normal Classes in connection with the school, and suggest as 
the best course of study, that already prepared by the committee 
mentioned by Dr. Vincent, and known as the “Chautauqua Normal 
Class Course of Training,” with the lesson series to be prepared by 
our General Secretary. ' 

We would recommend that more attention be given to institute 
work within each district, believing that annual or semi-annual 
gatherings of this kind are conducive of great good to the church. 

Believing that we need more and better trained teachers in all our 
schools, and that large gatherings for teacher training will help to 
increase the number and efficiency of our teachers, we recommend 
the appointment of I. N. El wood, W. W. Washburn and J. B. Atchin- 
son as a committee, who with a like committed from the Michigan 
Conference shall inquire into the practicability, and should they deem 
it expedient, provide for, the holding of a State Sunday School en- 
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campment, at a suitfible time and place during the ensuing Conference 
year, said convocation to be devoted to-Normal Class Work and Teach- 
er Training. 

We have welcomed to our Conference with unfeigned pleasure Dr. 
J. H Vincent, Corresponding Agent of the Sunday School Union and 
Tract Cause, and have listened with delight and profit to his three 
admirable addresses, and fervently pray that they may serve to 
awaken new zeal and interest in all our ministers and people in the 
causes he represents. We hope to greet him among us often hereafter. 

We desire to call attention to the Sunday School Advocate and Picture 
Lesson Paper as papers which ought to circulate widely in every school 
and be found in all our families. We also make special mention of 
Ihe Sunday Chiest — our new State Sunday School paper published by 
J. M. Arnold & Co., and edited by our Conference Sunday School 
Agent, assisted by Mr. H. Hitchcock, as a periodical unsurpassed in 
matter and attractiveness by any of its class, whose circulation 
already is well up among the thousands, and one well worthy the pat- 
ronage and support of all our schools and churches. 

We heartily endorse the labors of our Conference Sunday School 
Agent, Rev. J. B. Atchinson, and in view of his very earnest and 
successful work during the past year, having attended and partici- 
pated in 229 distinct services in connection with Sunday School work, 
we very earnestly recommend his continuance in his present relation 
to the Conference. 

We urge upon each member of the Conference in charge not to 
neglect the cause of tracts but show his loyalty to the church, and his 
desire to promote her interests by taking up a collection during the 
year for this worthy cause and avail himself of all the benefits 
granted by the Society, and scatter these “Leaves of Truth” every- 
where among the people, with an earnest prayer that God may bless 
them to the salvation of lost souls.

MEMOIRS. 

The Pale Horse and his rider has passed through our ranks, and 
they are broken, and several of our number were smitten by his breath 
and have disappeared from our moral battle-field. 

Rev. Elisha Bibbins was born in Warsaw, N. Y., June 9, 1823. He 
united with the Wesleyan Methodists, and was licensed to preach in 
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1845, and entered at once upon the earnest work of the ministry. Af- 
ter laboring with the Wesleyans with marked success for twenty-two 
years, in 1867, with several of his brethren, he was received into the De- 
troit Conference of the M. E. Church, in which he continued his suc- 
cessful labors until the session of the Conference in 1875, when fail- 
ing health compelled him to take a superannuated relation. But it 
soon appeared that his work was finished and he died on the 22d of 
November but little over two months after the Conference granted 
him a superannuated relation. Brother Bibbins was a good man, a 
devoted Christian, and a successful minister. We cannot claim for 
our departed brother, that he was what the world calls a brilliant !| 

preacher, but with a fair preaching talent, deep devotion to his work, I 

an earnest manner and overflowing sympathy, he often appeared 
mighty in word and deed, and, under God, achieved glorious results in 
the conversion of souls. But he is now numbered with the blessed* 
and in the death of such a man, earth loses, however much heaven 
gains. 

JPRev. J AMES R. Cordon was born in England, March 7, 1835. He waa 
converted in Detroit in 1858, and was received into the Detroit Con- 
ference on trial, the same year, in which he labored for eighteen 
years with general acceptability and usefulness. His last charge was 
Clarkston, where he died, April 18, 1876, having just entered upon his 
forty-second year. Brother Cordon was regarded, wherever he labor- 
ed, as a devoted, earnest and successful minister and pastor. Many 
will remember Brother Cordon’s labors, especially his labors in the 
Sunday-school,and as pastor,he will be gratefully remembered by many ; 
and, no doubt, many more, the fruit of his labor, who went befor e 
were ready to welcome him with a song, upon his arrival on the oth- 
er shore. When engaged in the Christian Commission, Brother Cor- 
don was sick nigh unto death. (Under date of October 28, 1864, he says 
in his record of the hour, “ I thought I was dying, but O, everything 
is so peaceful! Heaven in view, I expect soon to be there! A clear 
sky — no doubt. But my family : my dear wife, child and mother. I 
thought what a blow! Yet I wanted to die and dwell with Jesus.”f) 

“ The righteous shall shine as the brightness of the firmament, and 
they that turn many to righteousness as the stars for ever and ever. ’ 

Rev. Addison C. Shaw was converted when fourteen years old, and- 
joined the Methodist Episcopal church. He was licensed as a Loca 1 
Preacher when he was twenty-four years old, in which capacity he 
labored seven years ; when he was received into the Michigan Con - 
ference on trial in 1844, and was received into full connection in 1846 . 

He became a member of the Detroit Conference by the division, in 
1856. Brother Shaw was an earnest and faithful minister, and labor-

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ed so long as he had health and strength. He died at the age of sixty- 
one, of chronic dysentery, in Ypsilanti, December 21, 1875. Brother 
Shaw was a good man, and did good, and beyond doubt, has found 
many stars in the bright world, to bestud the crown of his rejoicing. 

Mrs. Mary Jane Cl’RTIs, consort of Rev. D. A. Curtis, member of 
this Conference, was born in Perington, Monroe County, New York, 
March 14, 1824. Her maiden name was Beal. She was married to 
our Brother Curtis, April 5, 1849, with whom she shared the blessings 
and sorrows of life for twenty-seven years, in twenty-four of which 
she bore her full portion of the trials incident to the life of an Itine- 
rant Methodist Preacher. Being of rather a feeble physical constitu- 
tion, she never enjoyed very hrm health, yet was she patient and as- 
siduous in her devotion to interests of her family and the church. 
Last fall she became exceeding anxious for the salvation of her chil- 
dren, and i)iayed earnestly for their conversion. She lived long 
enough to see them all, four in number, converted and members of the 
church during the revival in the winter. Her last sickness was pneu- 
monia, which tinished its work in about three weeks ; and after much 
suffering, patiently borne, she fell asleep, March 17, 1876, fifty years 
old. She died in great peace, full of the hope of a glorious immor- 
tality. 

Mrs. Charlotte A. Barry, consort of Rev. Edward Barry of the 
Detroit Conference, was born in Canada, in 1844, and was converted 
when fifteen or sixteen years old. She was married to Brother Bar- 
ry in 1864, with whom she shared the joys and sorrows of life for 
twelve years, between nine and ten years of which were spent in the 
itinerant life of a Methodist minister, to [which she was well adapted, 
and which she enjoyed. She died of hemorrhage of the lungs, April 
11, 1867. She was conscious, and clear in her mind to the last mo- 
ment, and passed away in the most complete assurance of faith. She 
has left a son and daughter to share the loss with their afflicted father. 

Mrs. Marcia A. May, consort of Rev. F. W. May, of the Detroit 
Conference, was born in Pennsylvania inl825. She was converted 
when fourteen years old. She was married in January, 1845, and in 
about four years, entered with her husband, upon the Itinerant life of 
a Methodist preacher’s wife. For twenty-six years she acted well her 
*part, and bore witli Christian fortitude and patience the labors and 
trials incident to her husband’s calling. Her husband being appointed 

chaplain during the war, she accompanied him to Washington, where 
she made herself useful among the wounded, sick and dying. Realiz- 
ing that she was likely to be taken away without warning, she said 
to her sister, that should such be the case, they might rest assured 
that all was well with her. She died, as she had anticipated, sudden- 
ly, at her sister’s in Kalamazoo, May 8, 1876, leaving a husband, one 
daughter, and many friends, made sad by her death. 
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Mrs. Jane Kilpatrick, the wife of James H. Kilpatrick, of the 
Detroit Conference, was born in Oneida County, Kew York, in 1846. 
Her maiden name was Ball. The family came to Michigan and set- 
tled in Lansing, where she was converted in 1868, and was married 
to Brother Kilpatrick in 1869, with whom she shared the labors of an 
itinerant ministry for seven brief years, when the Master called her 
away. She died of consumption, on the 10th of May, 1876, aged thirty 
years. She was a great sufferer during her last sickness, which she 
bore with remarkable Christian meekness and patience. She was 
aware of her approaching end, for which she' was fully prepared. 
Three children passed before her to the sun-bright clime, and one re- 
mains to the stricken husband and father. 

Mrs. Hannah P. Laing, wife of Kev. A. R. Laing, was born in 
Macomb county, Michigan, December 10, 1848. She was converted 
when ten years old, and united with the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
She was married to our Brother Laing, March 23, 1874. Her itinerant 
experience was short, but long enough to demonstrate her fitness for 
the work. Especially was she devoted to the interests of the Sunday- 
school, in which she was an efficient laborer so long as she had 
strength to work for God and humanity. She was aware of her ap- 
proaching end, and said, the day before she died, “ Though I walk 
through the valley and shadow of death, I will fear no evil.” When 
she could no longer speak, she made signs to her husband that all was 
well, and fell asleep in Christ, June 4, 1876. ’‘And I heard a voice 
from heaven, saying unto me, write. Blessed are the dead which die 
in the Lord from henceforth: Yea, saith the Spirit, that they may 
rest from their labors ; and their works do follow them.” (Rev. xiv, 13.)

CHURCH EXTENSION. 



The design of the Church Extension Board is to aid in erecting 
cheap and commodious churches for feeble societies where the people 
are unable to build them for themselves. This is done sometimes by 
loans, and sometimes by donations. It is often the case that by the 
grant of a small sum to aid in meeting indispensable cash expenses, 
local donations of lots, and labor, and lumber, and other material are 
obtained which result in securing a property many times the amount 
bestowed by the Board and in insuring the permanence and perpetual 
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tigefulness of societies which otherwise could maintain but 
•phemeral existence. 

It is doubtful whether any money we contribute for benevolent 
purposes yields as great a percentage in both temporal and spiritual 
results as that which is properly administered by the Church Exten- 
sion Board. Its work is indispensable to the success of our domestic 
missions, especially in the South, which form, without doubt, the 
most important department of our missionary work. It is just as 
impossible for our domestic missions to secure permanent results with- 
out houses of worship as it would be for a merchant to drive a prosh 
perous and permanent trade without a place of business. The necessity 
for aid to erect suitable churches is often more pressing than for cur- 
rent expenses. Hence every argument which should induce us to give 
to sustain our Home Missions at all, comes with multiplied force when 
applied to our work of Church Extension. All that is needed, in many 
cases, to make a mission self-sustaining is a house of worship ; when 
without one, it must for ever be a pensioner upon the Missionary 
Society, and be the means of establishing a flourishing church instead 
of a languishing mission. 

Rem>lved, That we will give this cause the place it deserves among 
our great benevolent enterprises in the regular collections of the year.

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they were giiided by the superior intelligence of their masters ; now 
they will be led by impulse and passion, unless they receive instruc- 
tion from our hands, and are prepared to understand, and stimulated 
to feel, the duties and responsibilities of citizenshii). 

For some time after the war of emancipation closed, tlie govern- 
ment had its Freedmen’s Bureau, but this ceased with the reconstruc- 
tion of the Southern States, leaving the work largely to the churcli 
and other benevolent activities. Ten years ago the Freedmen’s Aid 
Society was organized, and since that time untold good has been ac- 
complished by its lal)ors. It has aided in establishing and maintain- 
ing 14 institutions of learning for the purpose of educating colored 
teachers and preachers, valued at .^200,000. In these schools 50 in- 
structors are employed, and 2,000 pupils are being taught. 

The total disbursements since the organization of the Society has 
been $524,520.70. Last year the total collections were $80,505.3o. Of 
this amount the Detroit Conference gave $528.54.

To the Members of the Detroit Annual Conference : . 

Deak Brethren — Your Committee of Visitation to Albion Col- 
lege, submit the following report : 

Two of the members of your Committee have visited the College 
during tlie year. Both the examinations of the classes so far as at- 
tended, and tlie public exercises at commencement gave gratifying and 
encouraging evidences of diligent application to study on the part of 
students, and of able and faithful teaching on the part of the Pro- 
fessors. The administration of its aifairs has been prudent and en- 
ergetic, both in tlie selection of men and the adoption of such meas- 
ures as have given greatest promise of success. The opinion as far 
as could be ascertained, was that its present corps of teachers has 
never been equalled in scholarship and ability to teach. The deport- 
ment of the students was represented by professors and citizens as 
being worthy of a Christian and Methodist college. Each term in the 
year had been marked by the enjoyment of good health, and by a grow- 
ing devotion to the welfare and success of the college. The increased 
sjiecial attention given to rhetoric, music, and paintings and drawing, 
is yielding good fruit in the evident improvement in literary taste, 
and in the style of composition among tlie students. The accommo- 
dations of the Boarding Hall and students’ rooms are excellent in 
convenience, and reasonable in expense. Young ladies rooming in 
the building and boarding in the hall, are under the immediate super- 
vision and watchcare of the Preceptress ; students taking rooms and 
hoarding in private families in the village, are under the supervision 
and control of the Faculty. 

The facilities and advantages for study and improvement are grad- 
ually and certainly increasing. Additions are being made to the 
library, museum and laboratory. Public lectures by distinguished 
men, and leading magazines and reviews in the reading room awaken 
strengthen, and gratify the desire for knowledge. An earnest 
Christian spirit has marked the religious exercises of the college. 
Prayer and class meetings have been well attended, and the coming 
of several young men of good repute, from the college into our Con- 
ference, gives assurance of a strong sympathy between college and 
Conference, and of a better and brighter day for Albion, and for 
Methodism in Michigan.
